K a n s a s C ity , March 
17.—At 10 
o’clock this m orning the Fort Scott 
and Golf trains were all

ed. There is no switching being done 
in the yards. 
Chairman Carroll, speaking in re­ 
gard to the published reports of the 
financial strength of the Brotherhood, 
said : 
“ It is true there is about $300,000 
in the contingent fund, hut in addition 
to that we have a building fund in our 
treasury 
am ounting 
to 
$560,000. 
This 
can 
be 
used 
to

th e expenses of the striko 
if nec­ 
essary . There 
are 
27,500 
mem­ 
bers in good standing, and each of 
them cau put up $100 at a mom ent’s 
notice if it is necessary, and yon see 
we would then have $3,010,000 for 
fighting capital.” 
THE STRIKERS WEAKENING. 
C hairm an Carroll, of the Union 
G rievance Committee, adm itted that 
the reports which he gave to the As­ 
sociated Press yesterday were untruo, 
and had been given simply to create 
a scare throughout the United States 
There was no truth in the statem ent 
th at the roads would he called out, 
one each day. 
This morning there was a large de­ 
fection from the Santa Fe strikers 
which was the result of a warm fight 
in the session of the committee held 
last night. At the meeting sixteen 
of the engineers expressed their in­ 
tention of going to work on the Santa 
Fe. 
There is a groat stir am ong the 
engineers, and for the first time since 
the beginning of the strike members 
of the committee are out among the 
men pleading their cause. On the 
Fort Scott road everything moves 
slowly and there is no indical ion of 
trouble anywhere. 
The Northern Pacific and Union Pa­ 
cific officials t-ay that they anticipate 
no trouble and have made* no arrange­ 
m ents looking toward a strike. 


s p o o r ’s s t a t e m e n t . 
Assistant General Superintendent 
Spoor of the Santa Fe, says th at his 
road will be running in good order be­ 
fore night, as a number of men have 
annouuced their intention of return­ 
ing to their cabs when called upon. 
The engineers will not talk and those 
who are managing the strike are look­ 
ing very disconsolate 
over 
their 
brothers’ action. 
Chairman H itch- 
kins of the Gulf Grievance Com­ 
m ittee, 
was 
very 
non-com mit­ 
tal 
in 
regard to 
m atters under 
his jurisdiction, but stated th at no 
strike had been ordered yet on the 
G ulf line. 
A GOOD EXAMPLE. 
At 11:05 this a . m. N o . 71 on the 
Southern Kansas road pulled slowly 
out of the depot with a non-Brother­ 
hood man at the throttle. The regu­ 
lar driver express on the Santa Fe 
was run out at 11 :25 by Engiucer 
W m. McMillen, notw ithstanding the 
open solicitations of the Committee. 
As he started, the engineers standing 
in a group near by said: “ W ell, boys, 
McMillan has gone out and wc m ight 
as well g o ; L am iroing to my engine 
w henever they call m e.” 
W hile this 
did not meet with a hearty response, 
the quietness which prevailed snowed 
that there was not much dissatisfact­ 
ion with the feeling etc pressed. 
THE GULF HOAD. 
Rumors were rife again this after­ 
noon that the Gulf road would be tied 
up at 4 o’clock, hut the indications 
are th at there will be no further ex­ 
tension oi the strike. 
Assistant Su­ 
perintendent Spoor says that his be­ 
lief is th at if the Gulf men do not go 
out at 4 o’clock, the men on the Santa 
Fe will all go back. Fifteen have al­ 
ready notified the officials that they 
will be ready when called upon. 
A SENSATIONAL DISPATCH. 
It has been ascertained, from a re­ 
liable source, that Chairman Carroll,

T o p e k a , K ansas, March 17.—A for­ 
m al notice was issued from the head­ 
quarters of the Atchison road this af­ 
ternoon, giving the striking engineers 
and firemen until 4 p. m. Thursday,the 
22d inst., to return to their engines. 
All men who have not reported for 
duty by th at time, will be considered 
no longer in the employ of the Com­ 
pany. 
AN ATTEMPT AT ARBITRATION. 
Governor M artin and the railroad 
commissioners have been engaged to­ 
day in efforts to bring about a com­ 
promise of the strike. 
They had 
a long interview with the Chair­ 
m an and Secretary of the Grievance 
committee and after its conclusion two 
m em bers of the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners and members of the 
Grievance committee called onGeneral 
M anager Stoddard, of the Santa Fe, 
and had a long discussion of the situ­ 
ation, but no definite 
result was 
reached.

PERKINS INTERVIEWED. 
A statem ent was printed here to-day 
to the effect that Chairman Hogo, of 
the Burlington grievance coiumitte. 
had called on President Perkins ana 
told him that the stiikers were willing 
to go back to work on tho old terifis, 
if ho would promise to consider the 
schedule of wages later.

conspiracy 
and by concerted action leave the 
Union Pacific without enginmen when 
the purpose of that conspiracy is to 
prevent the Union Pacific road from 
exchanging freight with the Burl­ 
ington as by the Inter-state Commerce 
law, it is required to do. 
Neither 
have the engineers a right to refuse to 
pull Burlington cars, aud such refusal 
would subject them to imprisonment. 
Tho Union Pacific is a creation of 
Congress, and Congress has distinctly 
euacted th at its officers, agents and 
operatives m ust at all tines exchange 
with and handle the freight of certain 
intersecting lines. The 
Inter-state 
Commerce law reiterates this for all 
the roads. The final order will be 
signed on Monday.

Discussion in the House 
Over Labor Bills. 


MILLS' MEASURE CONSIDERED. 


S tanford an d 
Creed 
H aym ond 
Speak in B ehalf o f th e C en­ 
tr a l Pacific C om pany. 


S en ate C o m m itte e I n v e s tig a tio n 
o t It* A ffa ire . 
W a sh in g t o n , March 17.—Senator 
Stanford appeared to-day before the 
Senate special committee, to which 
was referred the reports of the Pacific 
Railway Commission. 
H e said that 
the Government had reaped from the 
Central Pacific all the advantages any 
one ever expected it would reap, and 
it had a poor debtor to deal with. 
It 
was a question now w hether the Gov­ 
ernm ent would deal as generously as 
individual creditors would under the 
eircuinbtances. There was an im pres­ 
sion that the road was having its land 
grants surrendered in order to evade 
tuxes. 
A sa m atter of fact, there has 
been no time when the road was not 
pleading for surveys and when it was 
not ready to pay for them , but the 
Land D epartm ent would not survey 
them. 
Any burden now put on this 
road m ust fall upon the people of No­ 
vada and Utah, who are already pay­ 
ing a fair percentage for services. 
THE EXTKNHES ENUMERATED. 
The Senator told graphically the 
familiar story of the construction and 
completion of .the line. H e said that the 
Government had loaned its credit to 
the extent of $27,000,000 and the 
company had issued bonds to a like 
amount. 
The Government bonds 
had been sold at a discount, bringing 
in but little over $20,000,000, and the 
company’s bonds hud brought little 
less than that sum. 
All the money 
so realized had been expeuded in the 
construction of the road. 
It would be 
seen that the wild stories that a hun­ 
dred millions had been made out of 
tho Government were without found­ 
ation. The road had seven years be­ 
fore the lim it in lime was reached, 
and before that lim it was reached the 
Government had saved more in re­ 
duced charges for transportation of 
its mail and troops than the en­ 
tire investment. 
The road was a 
conspicuous success and it could easi­ 
ly have paid off its indebtedness to 
the Government, had not the latter by 
its own act, fostered th e compeling 
lines which divided the business and 
charges. He did not suppose that 
anyone expected 
the 
government 
bonds to be paid at m aturity. The 
first mortgage bonds were due at the 
same time that those of th e Govern­ 
m ent were due. The com pany’s sink­ 
ing fund to meet tho first mortgage 
bonds, now amounted to $9,000,000, 
and every dollar of this made the 
Government security so m uch the bet­ 
ter. The amount standing to 


THE CREDIT OF THE ROAD 
Now in the treasury was actually 
$000,000 less than the am ount paid in, 
by reason of investment in Govern­ 
ment bonds at high prem iums. ¿The 
Government in all its other dealings 
bad sold its bonds for w hat it could 
get, losing itself w hatever might be 
discount, yet the Central Pacific had 
sold Government bonds a t a discount 
and was now asked to pay face value. 
It might be said that the road issued 
a large amount of stock. 
Bo it did, 
but this did not affect anybody but 
the stockholders, 
if the Government 
debt were paid the Government would 
have saved over $2OO,OQte0OO. The 
pr. fits of the road were derived not 
from 
the Government, b at solely 
from the values the road had created. 
CREED HAYMOND ABGUEB. 
General Counsel Haymond, of the 
Central Pacific, followed Senator Stan­ 
ford. He aaid that the Central Pacific 


could not in honor state what it was 
willing to do as long as responsible 
men were resting under charges af­ 
fecting their character. They simply 
appeared now to dem and of the Com­ 
mittee an 
investigation 
of these 
charges. 
Later when the Committee 
should acquit the managers of all the 
wrongful acts, the road wonld state 
w hat it would do. 
He said that in no 
single instance had the road 'failed in 
its 
obligations 
to 
the 
Govern­ 
m ent 
and 
people. 
He 
de­ 
clared 
th at 
since 
1802 
in 
no 
single 
instance 
from 
the 
beginning to the end has the Govern­ 
m ent performed faithfully one single 
obligation that it entered into with 
the road. He declared lhat the Thur­ 
m an act was a failure as everybody 
knew it would be. 
Senator Frye asked when under the 
Thurm an act the com pany’s indebt­ 
edness would be paid. 
“ Never,” rejoined H aym ond, “ and 
w hy,” he asked, “ should it be paid 
off. 
If the companies owed $100,000,­ 
000 to the United ritatea the thing to 
be argued was to wipe it all out. 
N'ot 
one dollar ought to be collected. 
It 
was a question of levying a tax upon 
the local community to pay the obli­ 
gations which the United States had 
entered into to save the Union with.

If this tax wa3 put upon the road 
it m ust be paid by the people of a 
small portion of tho country, and 
there would, he assured the com­ 
m ittee, 
be 
trouble. 
Twenty-four 
months would not elapse before these 
people would be here, aud they would 
be heard. 
The committee adjourned to a week 
from next Monday, when Haymond 
will conclude his argument.

following sum m er; th at he was on the 
land from the fall until the following 
spring, absent again during the suc­ 
ceeding summer, again upon the land 
from fall until spring and not absent 
six months at any one tim e ; th at he 
applied the proceeds of his labor dur­ 
ing the two seasons when he was ab­ 
sent to the building of his house and 
making improvements on his laud, 
now valued altogether at $000; th at be 
was a poor m an and his absence was 
fur the purpose of earning means to 
improve his land and that he devoted 
all the fruits of his earnings with 
fidelity to that purpose. In the spring 
of the third year he left again and re­ 
mained until the following January, 
his purpose being to earn money to 
pay for his land. The am ount neces­ 
sary was $200, a considerable sum for 
a laborer to save from his wages in a 
year in addition to his necessary fees 
and expenses. 
He appears to have 
done it and notwithstanding that lie 
was not 
personally 
present upon 
his land during the last* six months 
preceding the completion of his en­ 
try, th at fact cannot deny his right. 
He made, “ a settlem ent in person” 
on this lau d ; he has erected a dwell­ 
ing thereo n ; he ha3 improved the 
land and he has inhabited it in good 
faith. 
W hen # it is considered that 
this tract was situated many miles 
from ordinary highways, remote from 
settlem ents generally; that it is very 
difficult of access, and yet that he has 
persistently clung .to 
it for three 
years, applying all the results of his 
labor to its improvement and 
its 
purchase it is difficult to discern a 
case more worthy of being found 
marked by good faith. 
His “ inhabit­ 
ancy” of the land is not impeached 
after his residence was once secured 
by his going abroad to procure means 
to bring back and improve it and ob­ 
tain a title to it.

The schooner Joseph Allen 
also lost four. It is impossible as yet 
to estimate the full damage of the 
storm upon the Chesapeake, but from 
data at hand between 100 and 200 
vessels were either cast ashore or 
sunk.

about half an hour, so before noon 
the train stopped at its destination. 
Captain Richards, Mr. Garnsey and 
others interested in the excursion 
had provided plenty of carriages aud 
the five or six hundred people 
stepped from the train into the 
vehicles and were driven over the 
townsite and over the big ranch ad­ 
joining.

For three hours the party enjoyed 
themselves to the full extent of their 
capacity.The plain for miles is covered 
with millions of flowers. The yellow 
California poppies lit the slope like a 
tire. The anemones of many lutes 
hid their modest beauty beneath the 
long grass which carpeted the fields, 
while the tender blue of the lierao- 
philas, or “baby-eyes,” as the children 
caM them, was too utterly lovely to be 
hidden even by the long, lush grasses 
about Burbank. With these were 
several sorts of wild violets, and many 
other flowers whoso names are un­ 
known even to the H erald reporters. 
It will be remembered that an irre­ 
sponsible, untruthful correspondent of 
the New York Herald, some days ago 
attempted to destroy Burbank by a 
Bpiteful letter. Here is a short his­ 
tory of the place, which is a complete 
answer to all such misrepresentations: 
The town of Burbank was laid out 
about ten months ago. It is situated 
about nine miles north of the city of 
Los Angeles, on the Southern Pacific 
Railway, It covers an area of about 
400 acres, near the center of the 17,000 
acres owned by the company, and is 
the only townsite thereon. It is at 
the mouth of the San Fernando Val­ 
ley, which valley is tributary to it. 
The San Fernando Valley contains an 
area of over 100,000 acres of first-class 
farming and fruit lands. 
Over $200,000 has been expended in 
improvements at Burbank during the 
past ten months, the following evi- 
deuce thereof b-ú)g visible to the 
most casual observer:

There is in course of construction 
a three-story brick and atone building 
—75x198—for Bryant’s furniture fac­ 
tory, estimated cost $40,000. 
The Los Angeles County 
Company are under bonds to have 
their road running to Burbank by 
June 1, 1888, toward which the com­ 
pany pays a bonus of $20.000 in cash, 
besides giving right of way and land 
worth several thousand dollars for 
depots aud terminal facilities 
.•Vs a further testimony of the genu­ 
ine and substantial basis upon which 
the town of Burbank is established, 
the company is willing and prepared 
to buy back any of the town lots by it 
sold when the town was placed on the 
market at an advance.of 100 per cent, 
of the amount paid at that time. 
The company has two reservoirs 
with a capacity of 2,000,000 gallons 
each. The press in the Times office 
is run by a water moter which runs 
under a pressure of 250 feet. An 
exhibition of the force of the water 
was given in front of the hotel. 
A long piece of hose was unreeled, 
and with a muzzle attached, such as 
is commonly used bv the fire engines, 
a stream was then thrown to the top 
of the two-story brick block. To sup­ 
ply the lands outside the town with 
water for irrigation an artes­

bored. This is little over 300 feet down 
and water rises to within a few feet 
of the surface. On the ranch near 
the river is afine sheet of water from 
which water is taken for irrigating 
much of the lai.d of the company.

When the party had seen all the 
charmB of Burbank the train was 
boarded at half past three, but in 
backing off the switch a rail spread 
aud the engine was derailed. This 
caused a delay so that the party did 
not reach the city until about 8 
o'clock. In spite of this little contre­ 
temps, a more enthusastic party of 
people was never seen. They return­ 
ed singing the praiees of Burbank in 
many keyB. 
The future of this new town is be­ 
yond all doubt. Set in the heart of 
17,000 acres of excellent land, capable 
of supporting a population of 10,000 
people, Burbank must grow. It has 
as rich soil as any in the Union. 
There is a plentiful supply of pure 
water. The climate cannot be ex­ 
celled, and the view from the top of 
the Blope is superb. Here are all the 
elements of prosperity.

W ashington, M arch 5.—The mis­ 
representations periodically thrown 
out from W ashington regarding Gen 
Nelson A. Miles are evidently for a 
purpose. 
Illustrating this is the re­ 
cent 
report telegraphed over the 
country that great indignation was 
felt in urmv circ es at Washington 
over the fact that the Congressional 
delegations of the Pacific Coast, Dem­ 
ocratic and Republican alike, nud re­ 
com mended Gen. Miles for the pros­ 
pective vacancy in the grade of Major- 
General in case Gen. Terry should he 
placed upon the retired list of the 
arm y, and asserting that General 
M iles’ promotion heretofore had been 
due to the influence of the Sh< rman 
and Cameron families. 
The truth is, 
when but a m eie boy 'Nelson A Miles 
volunteered his services a Poston for 
the Union arm y. 
The Governor of 
his State considered him too young 
and inexperienced to bo inti listed 
with a Capt tin’s commission, and the 
one that h.id been awarded him was 
revoked, and he was appointed as a 
First Lieutenant of his eoraptny. 
In 
th at subaltern po-ition he went to war, 
whore the merits anil dem erits of men 
are fairly tested. 
In the great battles under McClellan 
before Richmond, Lieutenant Miles 
was recommended for a field officer's 
position, and Governor Morgan, of 
New York, made him a Lieutenant- 
Colonel. 
Governor Seymour aiter- 
w ards made him a full Colonel of the 
Sixty-first New York Volunteers and 
recommendt-d bis promotion to the 
grade of Brigadier-General. 
On the 
earnest recommendation of Generals 
H ancock, Barlow Meado and Grant, 
ho wa i m ide a Brigadier General and 
M ajjr General, and at the age of 
twenty-five, held the largest and most 
responsible command of any man of 
his years on this continent, in (hat or 
nnv other war. 
In tfie re< rganizu- 
tion oí the arm y after the war ch'sed.on 
recommendation of Generals H um ph­ 
reys, H anc.ick, Meade an l Grant, 
■(Jer.eral Miles 
was made 
a 
full 
Colonel, and Meade expressed a de- 
Rire th at tie be made a Brigadier-Gen­ 
eral in the regular arm y. 
All of the e positions of trust and 
responsibility and rauk he had ob- 
taino I before he had ever met a singlo 
member of either tlio Cam eron or 
Sherman family. 
Since that time he 
has rendered twenty two years’ ser 
vice, which is fam iliar to every one. 
and has received b it one promotion 
to tiie grade of Brigadier-General, 
which 
occurred 
during President 
H ayes’s Administ ation after his very 
successful campaign against i lie Sioux 
and Nez Per oes, and was made on the 
highest 
military 
recom mendations 
like ho following: 
New York C ity,.Tune 22, 1878. 
To the President of the United State#: 
Sift: Í have the honor to recom­ 
m end th at Brevet Major-General N. 
A. Miles, Colonel Fifth United Statos 
Infantry, he promoted to Brigadier- 
General in the United States Army. 
Colonel Miles entered the volunteer 
service early in Irtfll as a Captain in 
the 
Twenty-second 
M assachusetts 
Volunteers, aud a terw ards liecame 
an officer of the Sixty-first New York 
Volunteers, and was Lieutenant Col­ 
onel of that regim ent when he fu st 
came 
under 
my 
eouimaud 
in 
the 
F.rst 
Division» 
Second 
Army Corps, Army of th e Poto­ 
mac, at Antietani, September 17,1802. 
Previously he had distinguished him ­ 
self at Fair Oaks and other battles on 
the Peninsula. 
He rem ained under 
my com mand as regim ental, brigade 
and division com i under until Nov­ 
em ber, 1804 (when I was detached 
from that arm y), and subsequently 
commanded a division in the same 
corps under General \. A. H um ph­ 
reys. 
His services with mo embraced 
Antietani. 
Fredericksburg, (Jhau- 
cellorsville 
and 
the 
W ilderness 
campaign 
of 
1804, 
and 
in 
all 
of these im portant ojierations he dis­ 
placed great ability, zealous devotion 
to duty and most iutre id yalo> . D ur­ 
ing the bloodj' assault on 
Mary’s 
Heights—battle of Fredericksburg— 
Dec. 18, 1808, he was conspicious for 
brilliant conduct in leading his com­ 
m and, 
(the Sixtv-first and Sixtv- 
fourth New York Volunteers consoli­ 
dated), against the celebrated “ Stone­ 
w all” which defended that position. 
H e was severely wounded on 
that 
field. 
I mentioned his services and 
conduct on that occasion in m y offi­ 
cial report u‘ follows: 
“ Col. 
N. 
A. 
Miles, 
seriously 
wounded, com manding Sixty first and 
Sixty-fourth New York Volunteers, 
consolidated, conducted him self in the 
most adm irable and chivalrous m an­ 
ner. 
HIh battalion 
behaved wi h 
steadiness unsurpassed by any troops. 
The third com m ander during the ac­ 
” tion marched the batalliou off the 
field, th e other being disabled.” 
He 
was again highly distinguished at 
Chancellorsvillo, 
where 
he 
com­ 
manded an advanced portion of my 
line, and held it against great odds 
until he received u wound which well 
nigh cost him his life. 
During the operations of th e Army 
of the Potomac, commencing May 3, 
18U4, known as the W ilderness cam ­ 
paign, and embracing the battles of 
th e W ilderness, Spotisylvania, Cold 
H arbor, the assaults on Petersburg, 
V a., and siege of th a t city; the oper­ 
ations at Deep Bottom, on th e north 
side of the JameB R iver; the battle of 
H atcher’s Run, etc., Col. Miles took 
a prom inent part, and was distin- 
tinguished throughout that historic 
cam paign for brilliant services and 
able and gallant conduct, and was 
highly com mended by m e for theso 
qualities in my official reports of these 
operations. 
Upon my recom mendations and 
those of others of liis com manders, he 
was promoted to the grade of Brig­ 
adier-G eneral of Volunteers, June 27, 
1864, and to th at of Major-General of 
V olunteers October 26, 1865. 
He also 
received the brevet rank of Brigadier 
and Major-General for gallant and 
m eritorious services on the field of 
battle. 
During the closing operations 
of the Army of the Potomac, in the 
spring of 1866, term inating in the sur­ 
render of Lee’s arm y, G eneral Miles 
com m anded the First. Division of the 
Sacond Army Corps, and in that po­ 
sition rendered m ost valuable serv­ 
ices to his country. 
In the reorgauiza lion and increase 
of the regular establishm ent in 1866, 
his merits and services were recog­ 
nized by the Governm ent by conferr­ 
ing upon him a colonelcy in the arm y, 
and since that date at various periods 
he has been m uch engaged in im por­ 
tan t Indian wars on our W estern fron­ 
tier. 
The details of these latter oper­ 
ations are better known to others 
th an to myself, b ut it is undoubtedly 
true that in them Colonel Miles has 
exhited the sam e energy, zeal and 
ability which have characterized him 
throughout his career as a soldier. 
Col. Miles* military history and ser­ 
vices have been too extended and im­ 
portant to be embraced in detail in a 
fetter of this kind, but I believe I have 


s a id e n o u g h to s h o w t h a t h e h a s e a r n ­ 
e d h is p re s e n t p o sitio n a n d h ig h char­ 
a c te r in th e arm y by splendid services 
o f g re a t value to’ the country, as well 
as Dy the exhibition of ability equal 
to tho highest trusts the Government 
has reposed in him. 
I know of no officer who in com­ 
mand of a division of troops on the 
battle-field (his division in the late 
war had four brigades) would he a 
greater power than Col. Miles. 
He 
was frequently detached with his di­ 
vision «luring the late war, and had 
separate engagements with the ene­ 
my, uud on tltcfso occabions establish­ 
ed'the impression that he {assessed 
abilities as-a commander which would 
make him equal to greater o,erations 
with larger bodies of troops. 
In conclusion, I consider him fully 
equal to the duties and responsibilities 
which the grade of Brigadier-General 
would devolve upon him , and I rec­ 
ommend him to that position without 
reserve. 
I am , very respectfully and 
truly, your oliedient servant, 
W i' f i e l d S. H a n c o c k , V .

The friends of General Miles respf ct 
the record of General Terry and sin­ 
cerely sympathize with him in his ill- 
health, and the fact that they hnve 
exercised their right to recommend 
General M'los for promotion to the 
place which was generally reported 
would Ik? soon vacated by General 
Teirv’s voluntary retirem ent, could 
not bo construed as cither indelicate 
or premature. 
It is the custom in military life to 
lo th a t very thiug, and there are 
thousands of communications in the 
War 
D epartm ent 
rcoom mending 
officers of the arm y not only for exist­ 
ing vacancies, but for the prospective 
ones as well, and, indeed, for any I hat 
m ay occur. 
The action of the Pacific 
Coast, delegation was for the best, 
interests of the 
great States aud 
Territories 
which they represent, 
and in behalf of an officer who haa 
been 
closely 
identified with tho 
progress of that part of our country.—

T h e r e are those who think that 
the fig is the coming fruit for profit in 
S m th California. 
This impression 
has grown from many reasons. The 
fig tree will grow and bear good crops 
on land too dry to mature other fruits; 
it can be grown with little care and 
ris k ; it has no insect enem ies; it be­ 
gins to bear the second year; it grows 
rapidly ; it attains a great size; it lives 
to an advanced age; it yields larger 
and finer crops as it increases in size 
and ag e; it is profitable. In fact, fig 
raising is as profitable in South Cali­ 
fornia as orange growing. 
A four- 
year-old 
tree 
will 
average 
200 
pounds of fruit, and 
with eighty 
trees 
to th e . acre—some put 
m any as 110 to the acre—will make a 
return, at the average price of 2 cents 
a pound, of $320 an acre in the first 
instance, and of $440 in the latter. 
By drying or crystallizing the above 
yields the returns are nearly, or quite, 
doubled. 
Further, as regards profit, 
fig trees advance in value of crops 
about $1 each year; that is, the four- 
year-old tree bears $4 worth of fruit a 
year and the eight-year-old tree $8 
worth. Of the dried fruit, a tree 
six years old 
will 
produce 
100 
pounds or more, 
which at 
ten 
cents a pound is $10 a tree, pr 
for an acre of 
eighty • tree9, $800. 
There is cited an orehard six years 
old that produces in a year 150 pounds 
of dried fruit to the tree, and another 
twenty-five years old that yields from 
600 to 1,000 pounds of dried fruit per 
tree each year. 
Aside from the com­ 
mercial value of figs for drying, there 
is a rapidly growing dem and for figs 
for crystalizing. canning, jamming and 
pickling, both of the brown Smyrna 
and W hite Adriatic. The dem and for 
preserved figs is so great that any 
community that shall plant largely of 
fig trees will soon become the com­ 
mercial center of fig industry. There 
is but a small portion of the earth’s 
surface where the fig can be success­ 
fully grown and cured. 
South Cali­ 
fornia has a lion’s share of such 
ground, and from the mesas to the 
interior mountain ranges the soil is 
adapted to fig raising. It produces 
luxuriantly by the sea, and is equally 
at home iu the dryer valleys of the 
interior. 
Progressive and far-sighted 
fruit-raisers are planting the prolific 
fig. 
It is well for him that sits be­ 
neath his own vine and fig-tree. 
’ 


R e a l estate sales for the week end­

A PARADE AND BANQUET. 


L iterary

H all—E loquent O ration by 
Father Fisher. 


A more enthusiastic crowd never 
gathered to celebrate a national event 
in this city than was congregated yes­ 
terday to do honor to St. Patrick the 
patron saint of Ireland. 
The patri­ 
otic sons of the F.merald Isle turned 
out almost to a man and all day the 
em blem atic color and the suggestive 
bit of Shamrock was frequently notic­ 
ed on the streets, worn by both ladies 
and gentlemen. 
Almost w ithout an 
exception the day was observed as a 
holiday by all Irieh citizens. 
In the 
afternoon the throng gathered at the 
hall of the Ancient Order of H iber­ 
nians in tlie Downey Block on North 
Main street, -where 
two 
hundred 
and fifty of the members of that or­ 
ganization prepared /or the march to 
Armory Hall. 
At 2:30 i*, m. the pro­ 
cession formed in the street in charge 
of Mr. P. J. Stack, m arshal of the 
day. 
The parade whh headed by 
several carriages, the first of which 
was occupied by Lieutenant-Governor 
Stephen M. W hite and Father Fisher, 
of Pomona, orator of the d a y ; next 
came the City Band, followed by the 
members of tlie A. O. H. in full re­ 
galia, altogether making a most im ­ 
posing night. 
The order of march 
was from Downey Block, North M ain 
street, to Alameda, thence to Aliso, 
to Los Angeles, to Commercial, back 
to Main and down to First, thence to 
Fort, down Fort to Fourth, thence to 
South Main and to Armory H ail, 
where they arrived at 3 p. m. 
At the hall no e’special preparation 
had been made for the occasion. The 
barrenness ol the stage was relieved 
by a large and beautiful floral harp, 
presented by Mrs. John S. O ’Neil. 
The stage was occupied bv Lieuten­ 
ant-Governor S. M. White, Fathers 
Fislier, Scanlan, Head, Hawes and 
Farley, D. M. McUarry.

M. H op­ 
kins, J. McManus, J. S. O’Neil, P. 
McMahon, P. J. Stack, C. Hickson, 
D. 
J . McCarthy and J. Herliily. 
Hon. S;ephen M. W hite, in a few 
brief I nt. pointed and eloquent re­ 
ma: ks, introduced the speaker of the 
day, Father F islier, of Ponionv, who 
spoke in substance as follows: 
M r. C h airm an , L a d ies a n d G e n ­ 
tle m en :—The first and most pleasant 
task allowed to me on tlis occasion, is 
to thank you for the honor conferred 
upon me by the invitation to address 
you on this glorious festival, which is 
emblematic of tiie faith and national­ 
ity of my native land. I t would at 
any time and under any circum­ 
stances, afford me very great pleasure 
to address nu audience composed of 
my countrymen and countrywomen, 
and comprising so much of the moral, 
intellectual and social worth of this 
beautiful city. 
But this pleasure is 
doubly enhanced by the recollection 
that we h av e come together to cele­ 
brate the national anniversary iu a 
manner honorable to ourselves aud 
the 
occasion. 
Yes, 
ladies 
and 
gentlemen, 
this 
occasion 
is ono 
which appeals to the sym pathies of 
the Irish race wherever their let is 
cast. 
W hether they im bibe their 
strange love of country, their intense 
national sentim ent directly from the 
sacred soil of the m other land, or 
whether those enobling feelings came 
to them less directly under the skies 
of 
loss 
inspiring 
climes, 
they 
and all look upon St. Patrick’s Day 
with an affection as 1 eautiful as it is 
sublime, and endeavor in one shape 
or other to do it special honor. 
There 
is probably not a star in the firma 
nent to-day which does not shine on 
some spot of m other earth where 
irishm en are celebrating their na­ 
tional anniversary and recalling tlie 
beloved memories of their 
native 
land. 
[Loud applause.J 
From the 
Polar star to the Southern cross the 
“ triple leaf of ban 1 and chief,” the 
dear little, sweet little shamrock of 
Ireland, exercises to-day a 
spell 
which no other emblem could exer­ 
cise. It has fluked together in great 
union the scattered members of a race 
whose creel circ:.instances have con­ 
spired to divide, perhaps more than 
any other people under the canopy of 
the high heaven. 
Un this day irish­ 
men love to glance back over the 
pages of their checkered history, and 
to scan with eager eyes the horizon of 
the future. The eloqueift orator then 
continued by stating that, apart from 
the religious significance of the day, 
true Irishm en cannot consider it fit­ 
tingly observed without rousing the 
national spirit and keening alive the 
fire of patriotism , ami to-day tho 
voices of m any millions of men in all 
parts of the globe unite in recognizing 
the sentim ent of “ God and country” 
in the honors paid to St. Patrick, aiid 
at the same time two-thirds of the 
civilized world sincerely hope that 
the day is not remote when Ireland 
shall take 
her 
place among (be 
nations, as she had been “ Great, 
glorious and 
free, first flower of 
the earth and first gem of the sea.” 
Conquering nationa of

KomanB and the m odern English, 
have never been able to understand 
why little nations like Ireland should 
want to govern them selves instead of 
embracing the new gods and scram b­

For Ire­ 
land’s future we need have no fear.

Yes, the bell of 
Ireland’s freedom shall soon ring joy­ 
ously in triple tones, and call from the 
furthermost ends of th e earth the sons 
and daughters of Ireland, and the 
great green flag shall wave as of yore 
o’er Dublin Castle, and Irish slaves 
shull he men again. 
The audience manifested, its ap­ 
preciation of the eloquent and learned 
address of Father Fisher by loud 
and frequent applause, and it is to be 
regretted that want of space prevents 
a publication in full of the oration.

You also keep 
green in your memory tender recol­ 
lections of tho land whence your 
fathers sprung, and its jovs and suf­ 
ferings are to you as vivitf as if you 
were still part and parcel 
of 
its 
make up. 
Bnt, as an American horn, I speak 
to those of you whose forefathers 
blessed and revered the memory of 
St. Patrick on the soil where he first 
spread tlie light of the Christian faith 
among benighted natives, that we, 
too, have by either birth or adoption, 
raised a shrine in this free country to 
a guardian spirit which is known and 
adored all over tlie world, and which 
finds its em bodiment in our own, our 
greatly loved Columbia. 
So that, 
wiiile you hold sacred the memory of 
your guardian saint, keep also a green 
place in your hearts for the symbol 
you, as

citizens, have

M easles are epidem ic thro u g h o u t 
th e State, an d , in som e cases, are so 
severe as to be m istaken for sm all­ 
pox ; esi>ecially in th o se cases w here 
th e eruption is very d ark an d m ark ­ 
edly papular. 
I t is a strange fact th a t 
th ere is seldom an epidem ic of sm all­ 
pox th a t it is n ot preceded, or accom ­ 
panied, by m easles. 
T his w as th e 
case in th e great epidem ic of 1070, 
w hen, according to D r. Thos. S yden­ 
h am , tho m easles of th a t d ate in tro ­ 
duced a k in d of sm allpox w h ich lie 
chose to en title “ anom alous sm all­ 
p ox,” as he found it different in some 
particulars from th e epidem ic form 
th a t preceded it. 
T his d istinguished 
physician was th e first to describe 
th e differences th a t existed betw een 
m easles, scarlet fever, an d sm allpox, 
a n d laid dow n rules to distinguish one 
from th e o th er. 
U p to b is tim e, 
m easles and sm allpox w ere often d e­ 
scribed together, as if one was a m od 
ifled form of th e o th er. 
D ip h th eria continues to 
prevail, 
but in an endem ic form only’.

though inspiring m uch less fear th a n 
sm allpox, it is really m uch m ore fatal.

AN EXUITING INCIDENT.

The condition of the great strike, 
locally,was unchanged yesterday, and 
it is thought such will continue to be 
the case until the trouble with the 
Burlington road is definitely settled 
Mr. Williamson Dunn, the Santa Fe 
system’s general agent, and Judge

Manager Daniel MeCool, received by 
Mr. Dunn yesterday morning, stated 
that no tickets should be sold, and not 
a pound of freight taken, until further 
notice. At the general ticket office 
on Main street, the ticket agents were 
kept busy all day redeeming tickets 
sold within the last few days for east­ 
ern points. The tickets sold in Ban 
Diego for the east, over the Santa Fe 
and used to this point, are accepted 
by the Southern Pacific Company for 
passage east, via. El Paso. Of course 
the Santa Fe Company loses by this 
arrangement, but it is the best they 
can do. As a result, the Southern 
Pacific Company is sending out its 
tr.ins in two sections. 
The large Phillip’s excursion which 
has been side-tracked at the Santa Fe 
depot, remained there until yester 
day afternoon, when arrangmnnts for 
their transportation east, were com­ 
pleted with the Southern Pacific Co. 
Accordingly, every person in the ex­ 
cursion was transported 
yesterday 
evening to coaches at the Southern 
Pacific yards, and they will leave at 
6 o’clock this evening’for El Paso,and 
from there they will continue the 
journey via the Texas A Pacific aud 
Missouri Faciflc roads. 
It is stated that the engineer in 
charge of the mail car, which left 
this city Tuesday night at 10 o’clock, 
went as far as Peet Springs, A. T., 
and there set the mail car on a side 
track and refused to haul it further. 
This statement comes from the Post­ 
office authorities. In case it is true, 
Government may take the matter up 
and hold either the engineer or com­ 
pany reap rasible.

AN KXCITINO INCIDENT, 
A few moments after 2 o’clock, some 
little excitement was created by’ hear­ 
ing the souud of a locomotive’s bell 
which was shortly followed by a shrill 
whistle.

Evidently the women who are making 
shirts in the cities for five cents apiece 
have not this industrial giant work­ 
ing for them. The man working on 
the railroads for one dollar per day 
don’t have this giant working for him, 
as he earns but little more than his 
father did fifty years ago, before the 
age of steam.

THE CHASTER. 


Proposed New Organic Law 
for the City. 


WHAT T1IE COMMITTEE DID. 


Main Foal area of the Proposed 
C harter for the Governm ent 
of Los Angeles. 


The following condensation of . the 
proposed new charter, framed by the 
Freeholders, will give the readers of 
the H erald a perfect synopsis of that 
instrum ent: 
Section 1 names the Corporation 
“ The City of Los Angeles,” fixes 
boundaries as now, endows city with 
all her property rights, defines powers 
of city as now existing as to rights in 
law to regulate police matters, sani-i 
tarv affiirs, improvements, 
assess 
taxes, fix licenses, create new offices, 
exercise 
principles 
of 
“eminent 
domain,” fixnalaries, fire department, 
protect city from floods, prescribes that 
no fine greater than $500, or imprison­ 
ment for a longer term than six 
mon’hs he 
imposed for violation 
of any ordinance, and other kindred 
matters in w'« ich there is no radically 
now ieafnrt 0. 
Article MC.rnd provides for city 
officers as follows: 
A Mayor. 
Five Councilinen. 
A Clerk of the Council. 
A City Clerk, 
A City Treasurer. 
A City Auditor. 
A City Tax Collector. 
A Oitv License Collector. 
Five Members of the Board of Edu­ 
cation. 
A City School Superintendent. 
Nine I >irectors of the Los Angeles 
Public Library. 
Two Police Judges. 
* 
A C erk for each of the Police 
Courts. 
A City Assessor. 
A City Engineer. 
A City Attorney. 
A Superintendent of Buildings. 
A Water Overseer. 
A S reot r-uperintendent. 
Five Police Commissioners. 
A Chief of Police. 
Five members of the Board of 
Health. 
A Health Olficer. 
Five Fire Commissioners. 
S e u . 4. 
The following officers s h a ll 
be elected by the electora of the City 
of Los Angeles, to wit: 
The Mayor. 
The City Clerk. 
The City Attorney. 
The City Treasurer. 
The City Auditor. 
The City Tax Collector. 
The City License Collector. 
The City Assessor. 
The Police Judges. 
Each war! elects one member of 
Council and of Board of Education. 
The Council may increase the wards, 
but this article does not provide for 
any increase iu the number of Couti- 
cilmen. 
All elective officeá held for 
two years, terms to begin March 1st, 
except assessor, who goes into oltiee 
in January. Tne Mayor appoints and 
the Council confirms City Engineer, 
Superintendent of Buildings, Water 
Overseer, Superintendent of Streets, 
four members Board of Health. The 
Mayor appoints Directors Public Lib­ 
rary. The Council appoints four Pol­ 
ice Commissioners and four Fire Com­ 
missioners. The Board of Education 
appoints 
tho 
Superintendent 
of 
Schools. The Polico Commissioners 
anpoint Chief of Police. The Board of 
Healih appoints theHealthOfficer. The 
Council appoints the clerk of that body. 
Polico judges appoint their clerks. 
How vacancies are made and filled is 
defined. 
How voting shall be done 
in the Council, and the oath of office 
are prescribed 
Any member of the 
Council is declared ineligible to any 
other office in the gift of the Council. 
Article third defines tho powers of 
the Council as legislative. The Conncil 
is to meet daily at 
1 0 
a . 
m , four 
members are a quororu for business, 
it lakes four votes to pass bills to pay 
money, lease or sell city lands, levy 
assessments, order the grading of 
streets, etc. Council must approve 
all funds. No member of Council or 
city official shall ho interested in any 
city contracts. No officer may go on 
bond to the city. The Council judges 
of qualifications of its members, and 
elects oue of their number President. 
In case of disability of Mayor the 
President of the Council acts in his 
place. 
Many duties are made to 
devolve on the Couucil, snch as are 
always done by this body. Among 
these the regulation, of exits, en­ 
trances. aisles of theatres and other 
public buildings, stands for hacks, 
firo limits, etc. Among others it is 
mandatory on the Council to prohibit 
any railroad compauy from making up 
its trains on our streets, or of stopping 
a train on any street crossing. 
Article four defines the duties of tho 
Mayor, and greatly enlarges the pow­ 
ers of the chief executive of tho city. 
He is charged with a general super­ 
vision and dose scrutiny over all af­ 
fairs. 
He mu9t devote his whole 
time to the office. 
This section also 
defines the duties of other officers,and 
imposes upon them as one of such 
tasks that of turning into the Council 
carefully prepared annual reports of 
what is done in their office. 
Article five eets forth the bonds to 
be furnished by the city officials: 
The bond of the City Auditor is 
fixed at $10,000. 
The bond of the City Tax Collector 
is fixed at $75,000. 
The bond of the City License Col­ 
lector is fixed at $20,000. 
Thp bond of the City Assessor is 
fixed at $10.000. 
The bond of the City Treasurer is 
fixed at $150,000. 
. 
The bond of the City Engineer is 
fixed at $10,000. 
The bond of the City Attorney is 
fixed at $6,000. 
The bond of the Water Overseer is 
fixed at $2,000. 
The bond of the Street Superintend­ 
ent is fixed at $10,000. 
The bond of the Chief of Police is 
fixed at $5,000. 
The bond of the Health Officer is 
fixed at $2,000. 
The bond of the City Clerk is fixed 
at $5,000. 
Article six fixes the salaries os fol­ 
lows :

The City Council shall by 
ordinance fix the salary of ah other 
officers herein or by ordinance here­ 
after created whose salaries are not 
hereby fixed. 
S ki: 70. 
No •dficerof th e city shall 
be eoni|>ensatod by fees or oom iuis 
sions, but only by a fixed sa la n ', pay­ 
able m o n th ly ; an d such 
salary shall 
not be increased or dim in ish ed d u r­ 
ing his term of office nor after h is 
election or ap p o in tm en t an d before 
th e com m encem ent of th e term . 
S ec. 71. 
No city officer shall re 
tain any fee, recompense or compen­ 
sation received by him for tho dis­ 
charge of any duty of his office, from 
any person other Jthan the City, but 
shall immediately pay over to the 
Treasurer of the City all such sums of 
moucv received. 
Section seventh is devoted to the 
School Board. Most of its features 
are within the ordinary lines of pro- 
:edure lor such bodies. It gives 
power to exclude children uuiler six 
years old from the schools, and to es­ 
tablish kindergarten sch ols. 
Article eighth deal- with the Public 
Library. It provides for its support 
bv taxation. It is to be under a hoard 
of nine directors appointed by the 
Mayor—three to go out of office an­ 
nually. 
Article nine is concerning the police 
force. It is to be under a Polic Com­ 
mission composed of the Mayor and 
four other citizens to be chosen by the 
Council, not more thau two to be 
members of tho same political party. 
Tho Chief is to be chosen by the 
Board, and it shall have power to 
make all appointments, changes and 
removals in the force. 
Article.ten applies to police courts, 
anil contains no proposition of a radi­ 
cal or unusual nature. 
Article eleven is ui»ou the fire de­ 
partment. It is under a commission 
composed 
of 
elements 
precisely 
similar to those of tiie Pul ice Commis­ 
sion. The B oard is to make all ap 
pointrnents, etc., in the department, 
as in the police force. 
Article twelve provides for the 
Board of Health. It consists of the 
Mayor, three physicians, and one 
other citizen, who i hall bo chosen by 
the Council without reference to poli­ 
tics. The Board is empowered with 
tire choice of a Health Officer. 
His 
qualifications and duties are pres­ 
cribed. 
The Board has power to 
quarantine any residence in the city, 
and to order it to be vacated in 24 
hours if they see fit. All physician* 
practicing in the city must report to 
the Health Office all cases of conta­ 
gious , diseases under their care. The 
Health Olficer must report to the 
Superintendent 
of 
Sriiojls 
all 
cases 
of 
infectious 
diseases 
in 
the city. 
He may remove any per­ 
son in the city who has the smallpox 
to the «mal’qrox hospital. 
He shall 
keep an accurate record of all births 
and deaths taking place in the city. 
Physicians and midwives must re­ 
port. 
Burials and disinterments are 
under the control and direction of the 
Health Officer as is usual. 
Section thiiteen applies to grading 
streets. On hill lauds property own­ 
ers on streets which cross that re­ 
ferred in any ordinance proposing 
a grade have the] same rights of 
protest, and their frontage counts in 
such protests the same as if on the 
street whose grade is under consider­ 
ation. Tho Council may order any 
street or part thereof graded or sew­ 
ered at the expense of the property 
fronting thereon. 
Article fourteen relates to the con­ 
demnation of property for use as 
streets. It takes two-thirds of the 
frontage interested to postpone the 
opening or widening of streets. 
Article 
fifteen 
prescribes 
the 
method necessary to pursue in order­ 
ing the grading of streets and other 
similar improvements. 
It takes two- 
thirds of the frontage to postpone 
action. 
Article sixteen provides for levying 
assessments for grading, sewering or 
otherwise improving streets. 
This is 
nearly all detail business, and con­ 
tains no unusual feature. 
Where 
assessments 
are 
not 
paid, 
provision is made to sell the property 
for the lien which the assessment is 
made on all property effected. The 
mode, of redemption of property so 
sold is prescribed. In such proceed­ 
ings in addition to the purchase 
money paid for the tax-deed, 10 per 
cent, of said purchase money must be 
paid if the redemption is made in 3 
months, 20 per cent, if made in 6 
months, and 40 por cent, if made in 
12 months. 
Article seventeen relates to water 
rights. It confirms to the city all its 
existing rights to the waters of tiie 
river. 
It forbids the city to barter 
away or lease these rights by any 
terms not revokeable by six months 
notice. 
Article eighteen provides for the 
holding of city elections of all torts. 
City officers are to be be elected on 
the first Monday in December every 
two years. 
Members of the City 
Council, etc., are to be chosen an­ 
nually on the first Monday in Decem­ 
ber. 
Article 
nineteen 
prescribes the 
methods by which contracts with the 
city are to be made. There is none 
but the usual features in this. 
Article twenty refers to claims 
and demands. It requires the vote 
of four members of the Council to pass 
any demand. 
Article twenty-one exonerates the 
city 
from 
all 
claims 
for 
damage 
sustained 
by 
faulty 
streets, sewers,zanjas, or other cause 
arising from any malfeasance 
in 
office. 
The limit of municipal in­ 
debtedness incurred excepting under 
special provision is set at $2,000,000. 
The above are the gist of wbat is 
aimed at in the proposed charter, and 
will give busy citizens a synopsis 
more to their benefit than the full 
text would b 
e

GETTING INTO SOCIETY. 
L IN E R 99 T R A V E L . 


T h e S t r u g g l e s o f F le a h u d W o m e n 


o f A m b i t i o n t o B r c o n i c L e n d e r s 
«if S o c ie t y 
A society man, speaking tiie oilier 
day of the efforts of people to get into 
good society who had not enjoyed so 
cial distinction in their eiriior years, 
said that the variety of schemes and 
tho ingenuity displayed in attempting 
to get a social start would lead any 
ono to suppose that the ond to be 
reached was absolutely necessary to 
existence. Women of forty, fifty and 
even sixty lie awake of nights invent­ 
ing and elaborating plans that would 
do credit to tho genius of the most in­ 
veterate of Washington wire-pullers. 
He said that, without any exception at 
all, mon and 
women who 
had 
been struggling for wealth all their 
years would, as soon as wealth had 
been secured, turn their attention to 
the matter of securing a position in 
society, and though this meant en­ 
tering into a second straggle, quite as 
bitter, and filled with as many disap­ 
pointments as the first, they would 
carry it on without flinching, in the 
face of innumerable obstacles, until 
advancing age and diminished phy­ 
sical powers retired them finally from 
the scene. Even then, when they 
staid at home, their children took up 
the struggle and carried it forward. 
This gentleman said that he knew of 
women of wealth going to well-known 
society women beggiug them »*ith 
tears 
in 
their 
eyes 
to 
help 
011 the social career of their daugh­ 
ters and in some cases their sons. 
The story is told of one woman, the 
wife of a successful stock speculator, 
who told a society leader litre, whose 
name is perfectly well known to news­ 
paper readers, that if she would exert 
her influence in favor of her daugh­ 
ter, her husbund would make a turn 
in stocks for her down on tho street 
and guarantee her a profit of $5,000. 
The woman in question who was thus 
tempted found the temptation a strong 
one, as her means were then not 
equal to tho maintaining of the social 
position which was hors by right of 
birth, bnt she gently and firmly re­ 
fused the offer, saying, however, 
that if it fell in her way to do the girl 
a service she would not fail to avail 
herself of tho opportunity. 
As a 
matter of fact she did take the girl up 
that very season, invited her to the 
opera, and had her at several of her 
private dinnora. The girl was hand­ 
some, and her father’s wealth, of 
course, enabled her to dress with ex­ 
treme richness and effect. In dee 
course of time she met a joungman 
here of good family, but very little 
money, and to the delight of the 
girl’s parents a 
mutual affection 
sprung up and tho two were married. 
Tho husband’s position gave to his 
wife’s family, under certain restric­ 
tions, the entrance into society wliich 
had been so eagerly sought after, and 
the other girls will doubtless make 
desirable matches. The $5,000 vas 
never paid because it never would 
have been accepted. 
The old people 
always rated the service which the 
society women bad done them as 
something 
far beyond price 
and 
.;nly a short time ago the old man 
was abl.i to help a member of the 
family, whom he bdieved had been 
of such signal service to him in a 
very substantial way. 
Indeed, he 
rescued him from absolute failure in 
bis business. 
The same society man, remarking 
on the exclusiyeneas of some of the 
social organizations of New York, like 
the Patriarch balls, said that the lead­ 
ing spirits here were not willing to 
widf n the scope of their entertain­ 
ments or extend the list of invitations 
in any way. 
But the same social 
element which was responsible for 
these balls had, with a desire to mod­ 
ify and disarm criticism in the mat­ 
ter, started a second series of enter­ 
tainments, where the requisites for 
admission were not so so stringent 
and where dozens of families were 
welcome who could not hope dur­ 
ing 
this 
generation 
to 
succeed 
to the select circles of tho Patri­ 
archs. Tho difference between the 
two series of entertainments was, of 
course, not stated, and to tho outsider 
they were practically the same, so 
that when some of the aspirants for 
social honors received their invitations 
their heads became almost giddy with 
delight. For the first season or so, 
these supplementary entertainments 
were a great success, but very soon 
the men and women who had been 
trying for years to get into society and 
now fancied that they gotten there, 
on looking around the ball-room dis­ 
covered there the families of successful 
lawyers and well-to-do hrokers whom 
they knew had been engaged for years 
in the same struggle that they had 
been. 
This discovery startled thomj 
and they looked around the room 
again. 
They perceived then that 
there wrere no real swells there at all. 
When they found this out they were 
staggered. They had not engineered 
and pulled wire and planned and 
schemed to got into tlio society of their 
equals, so far as social position was 
eoucomed. 
What these ambitious 
women wanted to do, and wbat the 
men wanted to do who were ambitious 
for their wives and daughters, was to 
get. into the society of those who 
were higher and more fashionable 
than they were. Reviewing the situa­ 
tion, they were afraid that if they 
remained where they were their social 
position would become fixed on this 
lower level and they would find it 
more difficult than ever to rise. In 
consequence they retired one by one 
from these entertainments and with­ 
drew the support which they had 
given them, proceeding, of course, at 
once to storm the social fastness which 
they believed they had already won. 
In consequence of these developments 
the second series of balls lost in at­ 
tendance and popularity month by 
month, and this season it was an­ 
nounced that no more will be given.

CARMELITA. 


l i c a l Home»wad m t W hich 
■ m í of “ Momono” 
w rll“ 
too. 
It ia impossible for one who has 
■pant but a few hours at Carm elita to 
give a detailed description 
of its 
beauties and interests, for, independ­ 
ent of the dignity of its situation, and 
the extent of its area, it ia a horticul­ 
tural gem. 
It ia located on Colorado 
jet, upon which are to be seen so 
ny handsome residences, and it 
em braces thirty acres, every inch of 
which is cultivated to th e high­ 
est degree. 
Upon the sum m it of 
the hill, at the 
foot 
of 
wtfieh 
lies beautiful Pasadena, stands the 
elegaut home originally occupied by 
Dr. and Mrs. Carr, but which is at 
present used as a boarding-house. 
A 
little to the left of it is visible, amid 
the foliage, the pretty cottage in which 
the family now reside, and which 
they find more to their taste than 
the more pretentious abode. 
The 
cottage is two-story, and is surrounded 
by balconies. 
All of the rooms upon 
the lower floor are furnished with 
epen fire-places, while the library, 
known as Dr. Carr’s den, is “ The 
snuggery 
of 
the 
man of 
I t is finished iu the native 
woods and is packed with books and 
s , too numerous to recall w ithout 
,„g catalogued. Its two wide door­ 
ways open into 
the garden from 
which humm ing birds are wont to fly 
in for shade and quiet, and through 
which the semi-tropical air watts into 
the room the odor of the orange 
blossoms so plentiful in the grove 
without. Standing upon the balconies 
of this cottage one can behold with 
fine effect the Crown of the Val­ 
ley, the lofty Sierra Madre, at the 
feet of which are spread whole fields of 
golden poppies, and beyond which 
tower the Bnow-elad peaks of Old 
Baldy, the Cucamonga and the San 
Bernardino mountains. 
At the foot 
of the knoll upon which the house 
and the cottage are situated ft'e the 
^w ell-kept vineyard and the barnyard ; 
while all over the plantation are to be 
found trees of great rarity and perfec­ 
tion. There are twenty different kinds 
of apple trees on the place and a large 
variety of oranges, as well as many 
other excellent 
specimens of fruit. 
B at the cabin occupied by Mrs. Jewett, 
bo well known in Pasadena, is perhaps 
the most unique feature of the estate. 
It is built of Monterey cypress, in its 
crude state, aud has a wide-spreading 
roof, up to which clamber a variety of 
clinging vines. Its interior is quite 
as novel and as perfect as is its 
exterior. 
It is fiuished with native 
wood with a broad dado of colored 
matting ; while it is bo fully adorned 
w ith relics and curiosities procured 
by Mrs. Jew itt during a recent visit 
to Alaska, th at it appears more like 
an art exhibit than uu abode. 
PROFESSOR EZRA S. CARR. 
The happy possessor of Carmelita 
is not only a man of profound scholar­ 
ship and reputation, but is a fine con­ 
versationalist and a courteous host. 
Physically exhausted by his long and 
brilliant career, he is now resting 
r 


n his laurels, but during his days 
activity he was identified with 
m any leading medical colleges, while 
he has delivered scientific lectures in 
almost all of the largest cities of the 
Union. 
He knows as much about 
trees and flow-rs as he does about 
books, and .while conducting any one 
over his plantation he has innum er­ 
able interesting stories to relato of the 
flora with which he is suirounded. 
THR FRIEND OF HELEN HUNT JACKSON. 
Like the doctor, Mrs. V a rr is an 
expert horticuhuralist, and takes an 
increasing delight in improving her 
princely home. She is also very active 
in her habits and spends much of her 
tim e in the supervision of the work 
going on upon the ranch. 
Y et she is 
rally identified with all public move­ 
m ents calculated to promote the inter­ 
ests of Pasadena, while she is a pro­ 
digious reader and a delightful host­ 
ess upon whom society m akes exor­ 
bitant demands. 
She is well known, 
too, on account of her intimate as- 
associaiious with H elen H unt Jack­ 
son, whose brilliant pen and pathetic 
death have so endeared her to the 
people of Southern California. 
Mrs 
C arr was acquainted with Mrs. Jack­ 
son long before she became famous 
.w hile during the latter years of the 
w riter’s life the two were much to­ 
gether. Indeed, it was seated beneath 
some shade tree, and on the lawn at 
Carm elita that 3£re. Jackson wrote 
most of “ R am ona.” As she was a re­ 
m arkable character, and as Mrs. Carr 
was deeply interested in her work 
and personality she bos many inter­ 
esting reminiscences to relate of the 
genius now slum bering beneath the 
snow which covers her isolated moun­ 
tain tomb. 


The Public L ib rary a t Pasadena 
Is at present located am id orange 
groves and pretty cottages, and is the 
m ost physically attractive place of 
the sort any one could im agine. The 
reading-room into which the door 
opens, 
íb 
prettily 
papered 
and 
adorned with a handsome chandelier, 
while it is equipped w ith two long 
tables, a number of chairs and all the 
beet magazines, as well as the Cali­ 
fornia and some of the Eastern news­ 
papers. 
The library is in the rear of 
the reading-room and is equally bright 
and 
inviting, 
it 
is 
filled with 
a carefully selected class of books; 
conspicuous among which are the 
works of Tyndall, Ruskin and Hum­ 
boldt and the dram atic works of 
Moliere. 
Several complete encyclo- 
pee dea s, a num ber of valuable hi - 
tones and religious books, and a va­ 
riety of the best and latest novels 
are also to be seen on the shelves. 
The library is one of the first places 
to which tourists staying at Pasadena 
make their way, and so pleasant and 
progressive do m any of them find it, 
th at they frequently rem ain longer 
than they originally expected to, and 
very 
often return 
for 
the sake 
of being near it. The reading-room 
is 
freo to all. 
and 
the 
fee of 
membership ie so trifling that every 
one can arrange to m eet it. 
It is 
twenty-five 
cents a m onth and al­ 
lows of any num ber of books, one at 
a tim e, being taken oat. The library 
has an interesting histor». 
It was or­ 
ganized in 1883 by a stock company, 
and with stock at five dollars a share. 
Ia order to secure hooks an art exhib­ 
ition was then given, and at which 
were displayed a great variety of an­ 
tique and magnificent things. 
Mr. 
H . N. Host, who, associated with Mr. 
Abbott Kinney, pioneered the enter­ 
, contributed to the display a val- 
i 
collection of Indian relic», 
exhibition was 
enlivened by 
•veiling entertainments of a brilliant 
character, and to which all who con- 
l a book were admitted. Later 


mediately invested in new books. 
Upon the 30th of May, 1884, the first 
Memorial Day in California, a series 
of entertainm ents, consisting of con­ 
certs and private theatricals, were 
commenced, and which 
were the 
meuns of greatly increasing the funds 
of the association. Then, too, one 
year 
ago, 
the 
lot 
originally 
occupied 
by 
the 
library 
on 
Colorado 
Btreet, 
was 
sold 
for 
$10,000 which was at once turned to 
the beat account. 
The lot at present 
used is valued at $6.000, and already 
has a num ber of would-be purchasers, 
so that all things considered, it is be­ 
lieved that as early as 1889 the library 
will be established in the building 
now being rapidly erected, at a cost 
of $20,000. 
But despite the interest 
and the efforts of Mr. Rust, Mr. Kin­ 
ney and Mr. Bacon, and the several 
contributions of Mr. C. J. Hopking, 
the almost 
entire 
success of the 
enterprise is due to 
the 
librar­ 
ian, Mrs. S. E . Merritt. This lady 
with her raro qualifications and cheer­ 
ful determination not only inspired 
others with enthusiasm, but contri­ 
buted, up to the cl ose of 1886, almost 
her entire salary. She also personally 
arranged and conducted the innum er­ 
able entertainm ents already mention­ 
ed, while it is to her as well that 
I'asadeua is indebted for the t-uperior 
character of its circulated literature. 
She is a pleasing conversationalist, 
and is possessed of clear judgment 
and good taste, personalities which 
all who visit the library immediately 
acknowledge. 
Pasadena 
is 
very 
proud of the works and the possession 
of Mrs. Merritt. 


T h e P r e v a i l i n g W a n t o f C h a r i t y 
W hich characterizes the world iu gen­ 
eral, and the individual in particular, 
is as pronounced as it is much to be 
regretted. 
No thoughtful man or 
woman can turn the eye of criticism 
in upon him or herself without being 
fully aware th at much which he or 
she condemns in others is to bo seen 
with equal ugliness at home. 
Yet 
this kinship of moral deformity seems 
to make little or no difference in the 
estimates formed of other people’s 
characters and actions. To be sure, 
there are no two individuals pre­ 
cisely alike. 
That is as certain 
as that two faces are not to be 
found 
which are perfect copies of 
each other, or that no two leaves fully 
correspond; still, inasmuch as all 
faces which are not deformed possess 
eyes aud noses and mouths, as almost 
all leaves untouched by frost cr de­ 
cay partake of some shade of green, 
so all hum an beings ure iu their orig­ 
inal conditions faulty. Some by na­ 
ture, of course, are created more beau­ 
tiful than othefs; while m any, by the 
stern discipline of necessity, or a con­ 
stant effort at self-control, acquire an 
almost, it not complete, mastery of 
their imperfections. But these human 
models, be it distinctly understood, are 
invariably more or less willing to over­ 
look the blemishes in others. It is, be­ 
yond a question, those,whoso to speak, 
“ living in glass houses who are most 
ready to cast stones.” Of course the 
fire is returned to them with equal if 
not increased violence, but that does 
not in the least silence the first ac­ 
cuser, who in most cases resents the 
volley with renewed bitterness. 
In­ 
numerable people, especially women, 
talk about other people because they 
can think of no more elevating topic, 
aud not because they are actually 
malicious as it would appear. Thii 
is particularly true of the ignorant 
classes, small towns and church so­ 
cieties. 
Educated persons and com­ 
munities 
with 
large 
intorests 
say 
less, 
but 
say 
it 
un­ 
fortunately in a way that will do more 
barm . 
Self love is the cause of many 
unkind judgm ents; jealousy is the 
author of many more, while thought­ 
lessness is responsible for many a 
hurtful gossip, or the circulation of 
some acaudal which can d o . nobody 
any good aud which will do some­ 
body unlimited harm . To be char­ 
itable is not to be blind ; it is merely 
to be silent; while to pity a culprit 
who has strayed far away irom the 
path of rectitude is not, by auy 
means, to consort with the evil. 
In­ 
deed, unless by8ueh a companionship 
the erring can be benefitted, it is better 
for the innocent to keep such a one 
at arm ’s length. First, because we 
are socially stamped by our associa 
tions; second, because, as Pope said : 
"Vice is a m onster of so frightful m ien, 
As to be hated ueeds but to be seen. 
Hut seen too oft, fa irilia r with his fa-e, 
We first endure, th en pity, then em brace.” 
A physician of rem arkable candor, 
as well as moral generosity, once said 
to me, when discussing a family 
quarrel, with the details of which 
both he and I were fam iliar: “ Every 
one 
of 
my 
patients 
speak 
so 
unkindly 
of 
all 
the 
rest 
of

Description fof the Temple 
t After Half a C entury^ 


FOLLOWERS OF JOSEPH SMITH. 


Ail O utline of Their F aith and 
and How it Differs from the 
•'R evelations" of B rig­ 
ham Young.

After several attempts to settle in 
various parts oí the State of New 
York, the first real colony of the Mor 
moos drifted into Kirtland. They 
were guided thither by Sidney Rigdon. 
who was the most wonderful preacher 
of their early days. 
The arrival 
of 
several hundred 
Mormons 
this little 
village was an event 
of no mean importance, even in 
the days when 
immigration was 
so 
rapidly 
seeking 
the 
favored 
spot of the West—the northern part of 
Ohio. And yet, in those days of rapid 
development, the building of such a 
temple as that of the Mormons was 
the cause of wonder. Even at this 
day a building of such size would be 
a eevere tax upon villages that are 
tenfold the size of Kirtland. But the 
Mormons who built it gave cheer­ 
fully each one his tenth to the labor 
material or money, for the four years 
from 1832 to 1836, the entire cost 
being estimated at $40,000. 
No matter from which direction the 
visitor may come, he is reminded of 
one of the earlier meeting-houses of 
New England on a larger scale. 
It is 
said that Smith had a revelation, 
which give him the exact measure­ 
ments and proportions. The size upon 
the ground is 80 feet by 00, and the 
«astern gable runs up into a square 
tower surmounted by a domed belfry 
to the height of 12 feet. 
Two lofty 
stories above a low basement are cov­ 
ered by a Bhingled roof pierced by 
dormer windows. 
Large Gothic win­ 
dows of the Heniy III shape are filled 
with 7 by 9 glass and afford relief to the 
solid walls of stone and stucco that 
have so well survived the ravages of 
quite half a century, though the iron- 
rnst streaking the exterior, the moss- 
grown shingles, the wasps’ uest un­ 
der the eaves, and the two immense 
■chimneys, already tottering to their 
fall, gave evidence of the approach­ 
ing ruin. At least this was the case 
until a very few years ago, when the 
building was partially renovated and 
put into a much more 
habitable 
shape. During the years of its semi- 
ruinous condition it was often visited 
as a matter of curiosity, and a small 
entrance fee was charged by which­ 
ever of 
the villagers was lucky 
enough to be custodian for that par­ 
ticular year. 
Directly under the pediment is the 
inscription, in golden letters upon a 
block of white marble: “ House of the 
Lord. Built by the Church of Christ, 
1834.” The original inscription had 
the words “of the Latter Day Sainls” 
in place of the wordB “of Christ.” A 
small plot is railed off bv a light 
fence, passing through which we stand 
upon the broad stone steps that lead 
to the solid green doors, paneled in 
old-fashioned shapes and opening in­ 
to a vestibule which extends across 
th e entire front. 
At either end of 
the vestibule is a semi-circular stair­ 
way, and the floor above is ciit away 
from the wall far enough to allow 
the light to enter from above, thus 
giviug the effect of the cabin of a 
steamer. 
The temple register-room 
is at the right, under the stairway. 
Here is a very interesting record of 
visitors to the place. 
To the left is 
the library, with a curious collection 
of whale-oil chandeliers, reminders of 
the days before the dis. overy of kero­ 
sene. 
On the blank wall, parallel 
with the front, is the “ Ladies’ En­ 
trante” at the right and the “Gentle­ 
men’s Entrance” at the left. 
The 
following inscriptions decorate the 
wall between the doors: “ LausDeo," 
"Crux Mihi 
Anchora,” 
“Magua 
Verita et Prevalebit.” 
As we enter the main auditoriu n we 
notice that it does not extend to the 
two stories as is usual with New Eng­ 
land meeting houses. On the con­ 
trary, the ceiling is high, and so only 
one story has been used. This allows 
the story above to be used for other 
purposes to be described hereafter. 
And yet, as one enters the room, the 
columns of carved wood give the 
effect of a gallery. 
The columns, 
however, are simply contrivances to 
give effect to the arch in the centre of 
the ceiling. The columns were also 
-of considerable use for the working of 
windlasses, etc. At the time when 
1 arge curtains were let down to sep­ 
arate the men from the women, and 
again to separate the larger from the 
smaller 
of 
each sex, not 
only 
could the audience be halved and 
quartered in this way, but even the 
pews were supplied with benches that 
could be moved from one side to the 
other, so that the whole audience 
mig^ht face directly about at very short 
notice. The object of this was that 
they might change their mode of wor­ 
ship ana turn from one Cluster of pal­ 
pite at one end of the room to another 
•cluster of pulpits at the other end. 
The clusters of pulpits rise in each in­ 
stance three tiers, with three in a 
tier. 
Therefore, the room is well 
«applied with pulpits, there being 
nine in each end. 
At the eastern end of the room the 
■dtutor of pulpits is devoted to the 
Aaronic priesthood, which also in­ 
cluded the Levitical priesthood, and 
administered the temporal affairs of 
the church. 
Each of the three pal­ 
pite iu the upper tier has upon the 
front the letters. “B. P. A.,” meaning 
. Bishop Presiding over Aaronic Priest- 
•hood. 
The middle tier has the let­ 
ters “ P. A. P.,” Presiding Aaronic 
Priest. 
The lower tier has “ P. A. 
T .,” Presiding Aaronic Teacher. 
A 
smaller pulpit below is labeled “P. 
A. D.,” Presiding 
Aaronic 
Door­ 
-keeper. The pulpits 
against the 
western end are built up against 
an 
outer 
window, 
with 
alter­ 
nate 
panes 
of 
red and 
white 
glass in the arch transom. These pul 
mte were occupied by the spiritual 
leaders,or the Melchisedec priesthood, 
-Joe Smith’s seat being in the highest 
tier. This tier of pulpits is marked 
*‘M. P. C.,” Melchisedec President of 
^Counselors: the middle tier is marked 
■4*P. M. H.,” Meich'sedec Presiding 
.High Priests; tho lower tier is mark­ 
ed “M. H. P.,” Melchisedec High 
Priest. A simple desk below served 
for the Melchisedec Presiding Elder. 
The letters are in red curtain cord. 
The desk itself, like all the pulpits 
above, is covered with green calico. 
In the earlier days it was arranged 
‘th a t curtains horn above could be 
«dropped between the different tiers of 
«wprieathood, bat alee so arranged 
4hat while thoae of one < 


shut themselves away from the audi­ 
ence “for consultation,” they could 
not hide themselves from their supe­ 
riors in ecclesiastical rank. In the 
earlier days, also, rich velvet uphol­ 
stery set off the carved work of the 
pulpits, and golden letters shone from 
spots which are now simply marked 
by black paint. The gilt moldings 
which formerly ornamented the plain 
white finish of the woodwork were 
first taken away by the vanda's, and 
then entirely removed by the faithful. 
Upon the walls may be read the 
mottoes: “ No Oro s, No Crown,” 
“ The 
Lord 
lleigueth; 
Let His 
People Rejoice,” “Great is Our Lord, 
and of Great Power,” while from the 
w indow over the Melchisedec pulpits 
is the text, “ Holiness to the lx>rd.” 
The whole auditorium will com­ 
fortably hold 600 people, but it was 
often packed so full that relays of 
worshippers came and went during a 
single service. The high pews in the 
corner were for the benefit of the best 
singers in Israel. In one of these pews 
the natives assert, an insane woman 
was in the habit of rising and tooting 
on a horn whenever the sentiments of 
the officiating minister did not meet 
with her approval. Smith was in the 
habit 
of 
announcing 
frcm 
his 
lofty 
pulpit: “The 
truth 
good 
enough Without 
dressing 
up.” It is said that if it had not been 
for Rigdon’s power tho Mormons,even 
at that early day, would have gone to 
pieces. 
The second story, directly over the 
auditorium, is a smaller room, with 
low ceilings aud pul pips that are not 
so pretentious. 
This room was used 
as a school of the prophets, where 
Latin and Hebrew were taught. Marks 
of the de ks remain, but the desks 
themselves have long since been car­ 
ried away and the hall has been used 
for an Odd Fellows’ lodge and for var­ 
ious social purposes. 
On one of 
the columns there was jiosted for 
many years a remarkable 
state­ 
ment 
which 
accounts 
for 
the 
auti-polygamous Mormons, and in the 
light of which the recent statements 
of the present Joseph Smith will not 
seem strange. The statement read as 
follows: “The Sait Lake Mormons.— 
When Joseph Smith was killed on 
June 27, 1S44, Brigham Young as­ 
sumed the leadership of the church, 
telling the people, in the winter of 
1846, that all the God they wanted 
was him, and all the Bible they want­ 
ed was his heart. He led or drove 
about 2090 people to Utah iu 1847. 
starting for Upper California, and 
landing in Salt 
Lak^, where, in 
1852, Brigham Young presented the 
polygamic revelation ( ?) to the people. 
The true church remained disorgan­ 
ized till 1860, when Joseph Smith 
took the leadership or Presidency of 
the church at Amboy, 111. 
We— 
30,000—have no affiliation with the 
Mormons whatever. 
They are to us 
an apostate people, working all man­ 
ner of abomination before God and 
man. 
We are no part or parcel of 
them in any sense whatever. 
Let 
this be distinctly understood. We are 
not Mormons. 
Truth is truth where 
ever it is found.” 
What the progressive Mormors, or 
perhaps more appropriately the old 
style cf Mormons, aotuvly believed 
may be inferred from an “epitome” 
of their faith, which is given to the 
visitors of the temple. An outline of 
the epitome reads as follows: “ W 
believe in God the Eternal Father, 
and in His Son, Jesus Christ, and in 
the Holy Ghost; we believe that men 
will be punished for their own sins, 
and not for Adam’s transgressions; 
we believe that through the atone­ 
ment of Christ all men may be saved 
by obedieuce to tli > law and ordi­ 
nances of the Gospel; we believe 
that 
these ordinances are: first, 
faith in 
God 
and 
in the Lord 
Jesus Christ; second, repentance; 
third, baptism by immersion for the 
remission of sins; fourth, laying on of 
hands for the gift of the Holy < ihost. 
We believe in the resurrection of the 
body; that the dead Christ will rise 
first, and the rest of the dead will not 
live again until the thousand year ■ 
are expired; we believe in the doc­ 
trine of eternal judgment which pro­ 
vides that men shall be judged, re­ 
warded or punished according to the 
degree of good or evil they shall have 
done; we believe that a man must be 
called, of God and ordained by the 
laying on of hands of those who áre in 
authority to entitle him to preach the 
Gospel 
aud 
administer 
in 
the 
ordinance 
thereof; 
we 
believe 
in 
the same 
kind of 
organiza­ 
tion that existed 
in 
the primi­ 
tive church, viz: apostles, prophets, 
pastors, teachers, evangelists, etc.; 
we believe that in tho Bible is con­ 
tained the word of God, so far as it is 
translated correctly; we believe that 
the canon of the scripture Is not foil, 
but that (rod, by his spirit, will con­ 
tinue to reveal his word to man until 
the end of time; we believe in the 
powers and gifts of the everlasting 
gospel, viz; the gift of faith, discern­ 
ing of spirits, prophecy, revelation, 
visions, healing, tongues, and in the 
interpretation 
of tongues, 
widom, 
charity, 
brotherly 
love, 
etc.; 
we believe that marriage 
is or­ 
dained, of 
God aud 
that 
the 
law of God provides for but one com­ 
panion in wedlock for either man ol 
woman, except in cases were the con­ 
tract of marriage is broken by death 
or transgression; we believe that the 
doctrines of plurality and a community 
of wives are heresis, and are opposed 
to the law of God ; we claim the privi­ 
lege of worshipping Almighty God 
according to the dictates of our con­ 
science. and allow all men the same 
privilege, let them worship 
how, 
where, or what they may.” 
Mr. Joseph Smith, who has the 
title of M. 1*. C., President of the 
Reorganized Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-Day Saints, 
resides 
at 
Plano, Kendall county, III. 
He is 
the youngest son of the prophet, and 
was born in Kirtland November 6, 
1832. He removed with his parents 
to Missouri and Illinois, and was in 
his twelfth year when his father was 
killed at Nauvoo. He has been a 
farmer, school director and a Justice 
of the Peace. Removing to Canton, 
111., he studied law, and held various 
city offices. In 1860 he began to preach 
Mormonism, according to the notice 
nailed on the pillar of the Temple. 
In I860 he removed to 
Plano to 
take charge of the Latter-Day Saints’ 
Herald, a position which he 
still 
retains, in connection with the Presi­ 
dency of the Church. Some years 
ago Mr. Smith wrote a letter to the 
effect that he was at the head of the 
anti-polygamous Mormons; that the 
Utah Mormons were waning in power; 
that his branch of the Mormous was 
maintaining an active ministry in 
Utah, and that they had hopes of be­ 
ing very successful 
Further state­ 
ments of Mr. Smith were to the 
effect that the various sects into 
which the Mormons were broken 
after leaving Kirtland were few in 
numbers and very widely scattered. 
In these days of combined attacks by 
the Government upon the Mormon 
strongholds it wonld not be Btrange if 
the 
polygamous 
Mormons should 
agree to drop the offensive portions 
of their religion and come back to the 


be no unreasonable thing if there 
should be enthusiasm for the living 
Joseph Smith, such as would carry 
him to the head of a regenerated 
church. Much 
more 
improbable 
things than that are happening every 
day.—(New York Times. 


T h e A m e ric a n J e w » . 
In their Annual for 1888 the num­ 
ber of Jews in the United StateB is 
put at 400,000, a total that seems 
small when we consider that they are 
scattered throughout the Union and 
are of so g.eftt power in trade 
and finance. 
Tho vast 
majority 
of them, too, have been added to our 
1 op ilati' n 
within the last gener­ 
ation, the number of Jewish congre­ 
gations having increased from fifty- 
six in 1850 to 350 in 1887, with a 
membership of more than 20.000 
families. 
Yet the Jews began to sett'e in 
New York as early as 1649, and by 
the middle of the next century they 
had established themselves in New­ 
port, in Philadelphia and in Charles­ 
ton and Savannah, though they were 
nowhere welcomed by the other c olo­ 
nists. 
Maryland grafted religious 
liberty to Christiuns only; Pennsyl­ 
vania required that all of the olfices 
of the colony should he filed bv pro­ 
fessed Christians; New England colo­ 
nics and New Jersey, tho Carolinas 
and Georgia made church attendance 
compulsory. Delaware made belief in 
the Trinity requisite to holding public 
office, and New York refused to Jews 
the privilege of voting for colonial 
representatives. 
But after the pas­ 
sage iu Virginia, in 1785, of Jeffer­ 
son’s famous Act to establish religious 
freedom,” the Jews began to enjoy 
liberty of conscience, though even as 
late as 1826 North Carolina forbade 
the elevation to office of any Jew, and 
Maryland sentenced a Jew for having 
spoken disrespectfully of Jesus. Iu 
New Hampshire, too, up to 1877, all 
State officers were required to be 
Protestants. 
• 'ur authority for these facts is Rab­ 
bi Joseph Krauskopf, who writes in 
tlio Jews' Annual, and who finally ro- 
f rs to the order of General Grant in 
1863, expelling all Jews from his 
military department, as “ tlie most 
noted act of intolerance ngain&t the 
Jews.” The same author gives a his­ 
tory of the progress of Jewish reform 
in the United States by reason of 
which American Judaism has become 
a distinct religion, as compared with 
Judaism elsewhere. That reform cul­ 
minated in the adoption by a confer­ 
ence 
of 
rabbis 
at 
Pittsburg 
in 
1885 
of 
a 
declaration 
of 
principles 
in 
which 
only 
the 
moral laws of 
the 
Mosaic 
leg­ 
islation was held as binding, aud only 
“such ceremonies us elevate 
and 
sanctify our lives,” the others being 
rejected as “unadapted to the views 
and habits of modern civilization.’ 
The Mosaic and rabbinical laws regul­ 
ating diet and priestly purity and 
dress were set down umong those 
“ altogether foreign to our present 
mental and spiritual 
state” ; and 
the “ Messianic hope” of the Jews 
was described as not the re-estab­ 
lishment of the ancient Jewish State, 
under a son of David, and the 
renewed separation from the na* 
tions, but “ the establishment of the 
king !om of truth, justice and peace 
among all men.” The immortality 
of the soul was affirmed, but both 
the resurrection of the body and ever­ 
lasting punishment were rejected as 
‘ ideas not rooted in Judaism.” At 
this conference Dr. Kohler deecribed 
the circumcision of adult proselytes 
as “a barbarous rite” and at a con­ 
ference held fifteen years before, 
among the articles adopted was one 
offered by Dr. Wise declaring that 
“the circumcision of proselytes as an 
act of initiation is not required.” 
The Annual also reports that the 
Sabbath schools and 
confirmation 
classes have increased by 10 per cent 
during the last year; that the estab­ 
lishment of 
new congregations is 
“almost of daily occurrence;” that 
there is a growing demand for rabbis 
of academic training, and that the 
many temples, charitable asylums, 
schools and club-houses built and 
building show the high moral and re­ 
ligious development of the race. 
Semitic 
departments 
have 
been 
added to Columbia College, the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania and JohnB 
Hopkins University; and though the 
Hebrew Union College, or theological 
school, will graduate no students in 
1888, it expects to graduate ten in 
1889. 
It seems that at the beginning 
of this year a rival theological semin­ 
ary was started here by the more or­ 
thodox Israelites, who obtained aid 
from the Portuguese congregations 
of New York and Philadelphia, with 
the view of combatting the progress 
of reformed Judaism ; but tlie Annual 
has no faith in its continued existence 
us an orthodox rabbinical institute, 
since “no orthodox institution holds 
out long among American Israelites.” 
As to the movement to bring about 
the observance of Sunday as the Sab­ 
bath, it lias amounted to nothing, ac­ 
cording to this authority, which tells 
us that “the Jew may be a Sabbath- 
breaker. but never a Sabbath-ehanger, 
for he never changes a genuine arti­ 
cle fur a counterfeit.” The attempts 
at proselyting the Jews it «Iso speaks 
of as foolish and hopeless. If tho 
Israelite ever changes, it says with 
truth, he becomes an agno3licand not 
a Christian. 
Finally, the Annual gives a list of 
more than 200 Jews who hold, or have 
held, public office in the United 
States, though, of course, it is by no 
means complete. Among public offi­ 
cers elected at the last election in this 
city were six Jews—Theodore W. 
Myers, Comptroller; Jacob A. Cantor, 
Senator; Joseph Blumenthal, Assem­ 
blyman; Philip Benjamin, Alderman, 
and Henry M. Goldfogle and Samson 
Lachm&n, Civil Justices.—[N. Y. Sun.
